Court Forces Republic to Restore 
Treasures Seized When Bona- 
partes Were Dethroned. 





PARIS, June 1—Gallant France is 
about to return to Empress Eugenie 
a great number of articles which the 
state appropriated when her husband 
was dethroned 37 years ago. After 
litigation lasting 28 years, the First 
Civil Tribunal has decided in her favor 
her suit against the Prefect of the Seine 
to recover “objects appertaining to the 
private property of Napoleon III.”’

Elygee must give up various 
bronzes and pieces of furniture. 
A book presented -by Pope Pius IX to 
Napoleon III will be handed over from 


lontainbleau Palace. A landscape by 
D’Aubigney is to be returned by the 
Compiegne Museum. From the Trianon, 
the Empress will recover a pastel por- 
trait of Louis XVI and from the Louvre 
a Geobelin tapestry. 

Among other objects are the hilt of a 
sword given to Bonaparte after the

the guard at Fontainbleau after sign- 
ing his abdication; a snuff box and a 
gray ceat having belonged also to him; 
the hat®which he wore during the cam- 
paign of 1814; another from St. Helena, 
a& garden seat which he used at St. 
Helena; a walking stick which belonged 
to him; a casket used by Saint Louis, 
for which Napoleon LII had paid $2000; 
the sash of the Order of the Saint 
Esprit worn by Louis XVI.

Herr Bebel, Says Visit Will Not 
Lessen Germany’s Military 
Activity. 

BERLIN, June 1.—One would think 
that if anybody would welcome the vis- 
it of the journalists from England it 
would be the Socialists, for they preach 
at all times how artificial national boun- 
daries are and how poor and paltry a 
thing patriotism is. It was surprising, 
then, that the Socialist press refused 
to ‘‘take stock in’’ the mission of these 
Englishmen to promote a better under- 
standing between E asses and  Ger- 

many. 

The reason is given in an article 
which might as well have been signed 
by Herr Bebel, the Social.st leader, in 
Vorwaerts, for everybedy ascribes it 19 
him.

Playwright Advises Wage-Earners 
to Spend Every Cent of 


Revenue. 

LONDON, June 1.—George Bernard 
if somewhat inco- 
herent, nevertheless, is understandable. 
He says, in effect, that all of Benjamin 
Franklin’s maxims of thrift, familiar 
through ‘“‘Poor Richard’s Almanac,” are 
out of date. 

Sociologists have bewailed for a gen- 
eration the unthrift of the poor, the 














/ tendency of the head of a family work- 


ing at small wages to live in a house or 


a kennel, to deprive his growing children 


of advantages, and to spend much of his 
earniags for beer, or even if he be so- 
ber, to waste his substance in unwise 
outlays prompted more by pride than 
by geed sense. 

Shaw, premier among the Socialists, 
says this is altogether a mistaken no- 
tion. Listen to him: 

“Oécasionally,’’ he says, “I -hear of a 
bishop recommending to the people of 
the East End (the poorest quarter of 
London) that they be thrifty. The bish- 
op who speaks in that way commits a 
crime. 

“If the poor man saved a single far- 
thing he would be behaving selfishly. 
The reason is that he will be saving his 
farthing out of money that should. be 
spent for clothing, food and lodging... 
Under such circumstances the poorer 
folks are the more important it is that 
they spenu their money to the best aa- 
vantage.”

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The “nature-faking” crusade held its place as

~cide or of the neglect of football, which results in 
the multiplication of mollycoddles among non-sui- 
cidal races. In a letter published May 29, Rev. 
Dr. J. W. Long of Massachusetts accused the Pres- 
ident af having .sed the power of his office for 
the purely private purposes of discrediting a rival

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AN OVERLOOKED RAILROAD SUBJECT. 

While Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Bryan are run- 
ning a neck and neck race in the effort to put 
the Government into the railroad. business, nei- 
ther is paying attention to one phase of the rail- 
road business which is of very great importance 
to the people who use the railroads, namely: 
the appalling loss of life due to accigents on the 
railroads. 

Mr. Bryan is ahead of Mr. Roosevelt on Govy- 
ernment ownership, but Mr. Roosevelt is ahead 
of Mr. Bryan on the obliteration of State lines 
in the Federal control of railroads. Mr. Bryan 
would have all the railroads owned by the Fed- 
eral and the State governments, and Mr. Roose- 
velt wants every railroad that carries a mail 
bag controlled and regulated by the Federal 
Government. His Indianapolis speech, in which 
he suggested Federal control of railroads regard- 
less of all State lines, contained only a passing 
reference to railroad accidents and outlined io 
plan by which they may be reduced and ef- 
fective penalties inflicted upon those responsible 
for the bad construction, bad material or bad 
management by reason of which the fearful 
annual list of dead and wounded is rolled up. 

The report of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mfSsion issued in September last, showed that 
accidents on railroads during the fiscal year of 
1906 averaged 26 killed and 238 wounded for 
every day in the year. The killed numbered 9703 
persons, and the injured 86,008. 

The English railroaas carried 1,200,000,000 pas- 
sengers; while the American railroads carried 665- 
000,000. Yet the English roaus killed only one- 
tenth as many people as the American roads. 
But the English railroads paid $9000 a mile for 
operating expenses, while the American roads 
paid only $2800 a mile. The English roads have 
28, and the American roads cnly six employes for 
every mile of track, while the net traffic receipts 
of English railroads carrying nearly twice as 
many ‘passengers as the American roads, is less 
than one-third those of the American roads. 

We have had- high authorities in the st2el 
business—Mr. Schwab being one—making severe 
criticism of the quality of the rails supplied to 
American railroads. We have had notable ex- 
amples of the sacrifice of all the solid objects 
of railroad management to financial deals. We 
have had a great deal of enlightening informa- 
tion concerning railroad anagers who spend 
far more time and energy -~vorking the public in 
Wall street than working for the public in the 
railroad offices. | 

If Mr. Roosevelt would devote more time to 
the perfecting of legislation against criminal 
carelessness and criminal conspiracies, and more 
time to the enforcement of criminal laws against 
carelessness and against those guilty of criminal 
carelessness and disnonesty in railroad manage- 
ment, he would better serve the public than by 
devising fresh schemes of Federal centralization. 
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Away back in 1904, Secretary s:.oot said: “The 
more frequently men who hold great power ‘tn 
office are permitted to override the limitations 
imposed by law upon their powers, the more 
difficult it becomes to question anything they do: 
and the people, each one weak in. himself, and 
unable to cope with powerful officers,. who re- 
gard any que:tioning of their acts as an affront, 
gradually lose the habit of holding such officers 
accountable and ultimately practically surrender

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THE THERMOPHONE. 


We are told that perhaps the most ingenious inven- 
tien which has resulted from the cold storage busi- 
ness is that of the thermophone, an instrument which 
measures heat at any desired point and transmits it 
by sound to the ear.

PHONOGRAPH AS A WITNESS.

MUSCULAR HEARING. 

“Lend me your ears,” or, if you are deaf, lend me 
your muscles. A series of vibrations corresponding 
to musical tones has-been reproduced as an alternat- 
ing electrical current in novel experiments reported 
by M. Maurice Dupont. Passing these currents 
through the body may give the effect of hearing the 
tones themselves, and this has suggested a possible 
new method for making the deaf to hear. It is fur- 
ther conceived that the currents may be so| attuned 
to nerve cells as to give either excitation or the re- 
verse. Twenty years ago D’Arsonval reproduced 
melody and words from a muscle excited by an alter- 
nating current coming through a microphone acted on 
by the human voice. 


1480-MILE PHONE TALK. 


The longest distance the human voice has been 


transmitted is believed to be from Montreal to Win- 
nipeg, 1430 miles, over a special copper Wire along 
the line of the Canadian Pacific Railroad. This 
wire, which has intermediate connections only at 
Nerth Bay and Fort William, was installed by the 
railroad company for its telegraphone system, by 
means of which two messages, One Dy telephone 
and the other by telegraph, can be transmitted simul- 
taneously over the wire. |

JUSTICE THE HANDMAIDEN 

There is a delicious frankness, an altogether 
charming simplicity, in the latest dispatches re- 
ferring to jhe threatened broil between Mexico 
and Guatemala. 

President Diaz has demanded the immediate 
release of the 19 Mexicans who have been tried, 
convicted and sentenced to death by the Guate- 
malan court upon charges of conspiracy to incite 
rebellion; and now, when there is clearly no al- 
ternative but ruinous. war, it is declared that 
President Cabrera of Guatemala is sending the 
cases back to the courts, with “orders to acquit.” 

A curious spectacle, isn’t it? The great god- 
dess, Justice, taking orders from low-born expedi-

It is true 
that these drugs will, one and all, relieve worry, ban- 
ish care and produce peace of mind, but it is as true 
that the worry, the care and the dispeace will return, 
bringing seven devils with them. 

Let us turn now from the sedatives to the stimu- 
lants. Must caffeine, as represented by tea and 
coffee, fall under a-like condemnation? 

The sedatives we have condemned because they do 
nothing for the life of the body, but are opposed to 
it. The stimulant, caffeine, on the ether hand, favors 
the life of the body, promotes the processes of com- 
bustion on which life depends, increases vitality and 
that power to work which is ihe expression of vital- 
ity. 

Everywhere men find that a cup of tea or coffee is 
refreshing; it produces renewed vigor, it heightens 
the sense of organic well-being, the consciousness of 
fitness and capacity. This is utterly distinct from the 
action ef alcohol or opium in «~-*dening the sense of 
ill-being. 

Tea and coffee have had many hard words said of 
tiem. The treuble is that people will not distinguish. 
Tea, for instance, as commonly understood in this 
country, is” more nearly a decoction than an infusion 
of the tea leaf, and contains besides the theine or 
caffeine a very large proportion of tannin or tannic 
acid.

Official’s Opinion of 

Duties of an Engineer 

Y N Everybody's Magazine “A Locomo- 

tive Engineer’ “declared that many 

railway .accidents were due to over- 

working the engineer.. A. T. Hardin, assist- 

ant general manager of the New York Cen- 

tral, has answered these criticisms as fol- 

lows for the Post-Dispatch: 

BY A. T. HARDIN. 

T IS true that the safety of a great train de- 

f pends largely upon the locomotive engineer in 

charge. This fact is fully appreciated by rail- 
road companies, as demonstrated by the well-estab- 
lished practice of working these men short hours, 
with frequent days of entire cessation from work. 
The engineers who run the majority of the high-speed 
trains are seldom on their engine more than five con- 
secutive hours, and many of them not more than 
three. The total number of hours worked in 24 is 
seldom more than twelve and quite often not more 
than eight, and they seldom work more than four 
days per week. Under these conditions it is not 
conceived that a man should become physically unfit 
for his duties. In addition, they are, as a rule, the 
best paid employes in the road service. 

Signal lights do not glide by in the fraction of a 
second. On the contrary, they are as a rule so placed 
that the engineer has the best possible vision in ad- 
vance and the reading is often a minute, or a con- 
siderable fraction of a minute, and there are usually 
repetitions of signals by which a man receives pre- 
liminary warning. 

The time must not be made except with safety, as 
this is the first rule prescribed to an engineer. 

It is true that the engineer must watch his steam 
fauge, air gauge and car heater, which is simply a 
part of his regular duty, and the fundamental indi- 
cators of a steam locomotive; and these details can- 
not be eliminted until some other device of locomo- 
tion is evolved. Observing his watch is also one ‘of 
the indispensable duties, 
at specified speeds. If he be thoroughly informed of 
his duffes, reference to his timetable is infrequent. [f 
he complies withthe rules—which he certaimly does— 
he reads his train orders in the presence of the opera- 
tor who gives them to him. If he wishes to re-read 
them, he has other lights c-vailable on the engine than 
the small lamp on top of the boiler intended for the 
illumination of his gauges. One who has ridden often 
with expert engineérs on high-speed trains has noticed 
the almost mechanical manner in which all of these 
observations are made and the precision with whiecn 
they do their work without stress or anxiety. 

If an injector does not work; or any other part of the 
apparatus is not in proper order, which would in any 
way jeopardize the safe handling of the train, it is 
the engineer’s duty to observe the first rule and take 
the safe course, and if necessary stop his train until 
a remedy is found. 


1906 THE MOST FATAL YEAR.

ATIONS, like individuals, are influential a’ 
potential to the extent that they are possess 
of character. In whatever particular ana 
whatever extent there are defects In a nation’s ch. 
acter, there exist germs of decadenée. Edward J} 
erett aptly summarizd the situation in these wor! 
“The loss of a firm national character or the deg 
dation of a nation’s honor is the inevitable breli 
to her destruction.” 
One of the several aspects in which the questi 
presents itself, whether the United States Is living’u. 
to that standard which bespeaks a “firm nationa) 
character” is apparent when we turn to the considera- 
tion of its attitude, past and present, toward the In 
dian people. 
In respect of the Indians, have the affairs of tt 
Government been so administered as to leave nm 
doubt in the mind that the Indians are considerer - 
as a part of the people generally? As regards ti 
Indian, is this country a city of refuge to which 
hunted soul might flee for protection? Has the Go 
ernment made proof that this nation is a harbor 
safety where its original inhabitants may enjoy pea 
and comfort under the same full protection of t 
laws, with like liberties, as are given those from fo 
eign climes? Is there no reason why the natio: 
should chide itself for misbehaving toward the abo- 
rigines? 

Whatever may have been the hopes that were en- 
tertained of the good that was to come by segrega- 
ting the Indians upon reservations, the fact is that. 
one act of the Government has brought demoraliza- 
tion, degradation and untimely deaths to thousand: 
-of Indians who, by the adoption of natural methods 
might have been made a part of the civilidation of 
the country, a salvation to themselves without detri- 
ment to other citizens. 

Again, we call attention to the tenacious adher- 
ence by the Government officials, charged with direct 


ating by way of public exhibition the scenes, ha 
and characteristics of early Indian life, emph 
them as if they were absolute and permanent condl- 
tions and traits adapted and peculiar to the,Indians, 
thus. presenting a formidable obstacle and hindrance 
to their absorption into the civilization of the coun- — 
try.

ilization invites him, without being handicapped wit!

The story herein is one of hunting 


and of war; of the finding of a- race 
of men with six toes, and of the al- 
most total annihilation of the tribe 
whose history is told by the red artis. 

Six months ago a photograph of 
this big boulder on whose. surface 
the higheroglyphics are drawn, was 
sent Mr. Tibbles with the request that 
he read it if possible. And this is the 
stery which they tell te him: 

“Many years ago there came out of 
the South a nation of men. A large 
camp was made in a land where there 
were elk and deer and bear, and the 
nation remained at that camp one 
year and seven “moons” (months). 
Then the party moved to another 
camp which was made on the banks 
of a river which flowed south. Here 
they grew por rful and claimed a 
large portion the country, where 
were deer an antelope. 

What Forcigners Found, 

“A party was sent out far to the 
north where were many strange ani- 
mals and much small game. A camp 
was made for two “moons.” Another 
hunting party went to the east, 
where there were elk. Still another 
party went to the northeast and found 
traces of a people with six toes (there 
is a legend among forthern Indians 
that somewhere in the Southwest is a 
race with Six toes). 

The tribe lived there for a long time 
—many years. They hunted elk and 
deer. The elk were to the west beyond 
a range of mountains, while the deer 
were to the east on the plains. Hunt- 
ing parties were sent out to the north 
and east. 

Then a scism arose and the tribe 
divided, making two separate camps. 
One portion lived a long time at a camp 
where there was 4 spring in the center 
of the encampment. But some great 
disarter happened to them and the tribe 
was-greatly reduced in numbers. Tnen 








they moved to the northeast and made | 


a new home around the headwaters of a 
stream. The stream at the. old home 
flowed towards the south, but the new 
stream flowed northward. After making 
several moves they finally settled on the 
south side of a large river into which 
many small streams emptied. 

“Then a great tragedy and catastro- 
phe eccurred. There came a great war 
party eut ef the west and attacked the 
camp. More than half of the people 
in the camp were killed, the surprise be- 
ing complete. The remaining Indians 
fled to the east and were ‘pursued. 
Others were killed.. Finally the fleeing 
Indians toek refuge behind some ob- 
structions, either a river or a range of 
mountains, which. was too formidable 
for the war party to attack, and the 
remnants were saved from destructien.” 

Here the story ends. 

White Men Have Added Signs. 

Rut along with the picture writings 
of the Indians, there are signs which: Mr. 
Tibbles says were never made by Indians 
of any Northern tribe, and, so far as 
he can tell, they were not made by In- 
dians at all. Whether some wandering 
tribe from Central America made these 
hieroglyphics, Mr. Tibbles will not ven- 
ture to say. Several of the signs, nota- 
bly the “T’ sign, were undoubtedly 
made by white people, as no Indian ever 
made a sign like that. 

The story begins at the upper left- 
hand corner and goes downward on the 
rock, instead of across the “page.” Aft- 
er reaching the end of the line, the 
story moves to the right and then goes 
upward, finally ending at the long white 
line near the center. This line is the 
“formidable barrier’ behind which the 
remnants of the tribe took refuge and 
the camp can be seen in the small round 
sign at the right of the lower end of 
this line.

Double plays have been 
made in this way by the third baseman 
throwing to first, which is covered by 
the second baseman. 

This play was originated by the _ Bal- 
timore team about ten or eleven years 
ago. They\ pulled it off successfully 
for an entire season; but the other 
teams -finally got on, and -instead ef 
bunting the batsman would hit the ball, 
and with every man on the infield out 
of position, hits would usually result.

When a boxer is on the level he loses 
nothing, and .while for a time ‘“‘they 
might break bad,"’ -the wrinkles will 
finally smoothed out and he will 
come into his own. This isn't a ser- 
mon -on honesty, but instances could 
be cited to substantiate the statement 
in a practical way. 

Take. for example, the cases of two of 
the most popular fighters who ever 
stepped into the ring in this coutnry— 
John L. Sullivan and Terry McGovern. 
Both were known as paragons of hon- 
esty, and, after they were through as 
fighters, and their money had been 
sluffed away, the public stood by them, 
and, as the saying goes, “they could 
always get a dollar.””. When Terry's 
mental faculties became impaired and 
he. couldn't: go out and, earn it, the 
sports gave him a monster testimonial 
at Madison Square Garden that netted 
a sum not far from $20,000. That will 
provide for his wants for a long time, 
and when it is gone there is more where 
that came from. It isn’t likely that he 
ever will be in want. He made a lot 
of money, and, unwise though it may 
have been, spent it. The public doesn't 
say, ““‘What did he do with ail of his 
money?’ or “Why didn’t he keep it 
when he had it?’ The fact stands out 
that he was on the level. That is suf- 
ficient. The same holds good with the 
grizzled, gruff old gladiator, John L. 
Here it is 15 long years since he lost 
the championship to Corbett at New 
Orleans, and he seems to be as popular 
as ever. He still is a big card on the 
road, and it is doubtful if there is a 
stronger box-office magnet in that 
branch of the dramatic fleld he has

Athletic critics say that he’ is a’ most 
formidable candidate ror world’s cham- 
pionship honors on either side of 
Atlantic. It is their belief that he 
barely begun to. know himself. Should 
he be a compet'‘or in the Olympics 
of next year—and this is altogether 
probable—they predict that.in the 
weight contests, as possibly in the run- 
ning events in which Longboat may 
take part, the American continent will 
have a representative who bids fair to 


sweep the contestants of all other coun- 
tries before him.

Missouri Fisherman Starts New

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 1.—The 
double killing in the streets of Spruce 
Pine and the arrest on a bench warrant 
of Mrs. Manasses Sorrells brings to 
light a surprising story of blackmail 
and perfidy in Western North Carolina, 
according to dispatches to the Times.

Buchanan deputized 
a young man named Boone and went to 
arrest Mr. and Mrs. Sorre'ls on bench 
warrants issued by the Governor. The 
couple were in a closed carriage passing 
the home of State Senator Jace Burleson

Buchanan told Sorrells he was under 
arrest and the latter fired and Buchanan 
fell dead.

Sorrells and his wife jumped from the 
carriage to run to the hills, but. Boone 
killed Sorrells and arrested the woman 
and lodged her in the Bakersville Jai}

and the double killing followed an at- 
tempt to serve bench warrants granted 
by the executive. Burleson, who is 
wealthy and was then a candidate fer 
the State Senate, was invited by Sor- 
rells to spend a few days at his house 
hunting quails. Sorrells lived in a pre- 
tentious house in the hills and governed 
a large estate. No one had known where 
he got the ever present surfeit of 
money.

Referendum Vote. Feats. 

“In 1887 the brewery workers under- 
teok the organizing of engineers, fire- 
men and beer drivers in the breweries, 
and since that time have been success- 
ful in organizing 95 per cent of all the 
employes in the industry. The brewery 
workers today have a membership of 
approximately 42,000, including brewers, 
malsters, drivers, bottlers, engineers, 
firemen, etc. When the decision of the 
Minneapolis convention known 
a referendum vote was ordered. 

“The result was 34,707 votes fer retain- 
ing our present form of organization, as 
against 367 votes for recognizing the 
Minneapolis cecision. The engineers, 
firemen and drivers constitute 35 per 
cent of our membership. Sti'l, but one- 
tenth of the ballots cast were in favor 
of abiding by the decision. 

“The brewery workers have been iden- | 
tified and affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor for 21 years ani 
have at all times been loyal to the cause 
of labor. Their record is such that they 
need not fear the outcome ef this con- 
troversy, and tneir cause just that 
they can safely leave the question to 
organized labor at large. 

Other Charters Revoked. 

“The revocation of the charter of th. 
brewery workers by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor-will not interfere with 
the business of our international union 
and we will continue the same as ever. 
We have seen the charter of the steam- 
fitters revoked and returned to them at 
a later convention, as also the charters 
of various other organizations, and stili 
all of these organizations were 
nized by organized labor. 

“The revocation of a charter by the 
American Federation of Labor does noi 
imply that the members of that union 
are no longer union men or not 
nized as such.”

Missouri will be cut off from the grand 
total and this, it.is said, will rh into 
the millions.

“We are now preparing tariffs based 
on the two-cent fare rate. Until we 
see the effect of the law we do net 
feel that we are safe in opposing it. 
Its advocates claim that the in- 
creased business resulting from its op- 
eration will more than offset the loss 
Sustained by reason of the cut from 
5 to 2 cents mile. 

Give Law a ‘Trial, 

“We doubt this very much. At the 
Same time it is felt that the law should 
be given a fair trial and ife we find 
that we cannot operate our passenger 
trains at a profit or our. losses are 
as great as we now believe they will 
be then we can appeal for relief to 
the courts.”’

Through Rates Kemain, 

The 2-cent rate in Missouri is not ex- 
pected to affect the price of through 
tickets, except possibly from points in 
other States Where 2-cent fares become 
operative. 

For instance, the rate of $24.50 from 
St. Louis to Denver is a/through rate 
authorized by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and it is held by. railroad 
officials that the States have nothing to 
do with such rates. : 

If the new law touches through busi- 
ness it will deduct 1 cent for each mile 
of the fare of the distance that is trav- 
eled in Missouri. All oft the roads in- 
sist that this will not be the case and 
they will hold out, it is said, for ex- 
isting through rates, notwithstanding 
the new law.

May Test Question. 

This question may be tested either in 
the courts before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission or both. 

For example, a rate from a Missouri 
point to a point in Indiana, Ohio or TIIlli- 
nois, each of which have 2-cent laws, 
made of the sum of the old locals, would 
give a 8-cent rate in Missouri and a 2- 
cent rate in either of the other three 
States. Under the.railroad centention 
this combination cannot be disturbed 
by the new law.

Cherokee Indians Parch Young 
Invaders Like Corn and 
Eat Them. 


VINlia, I. T.,. June 1—An unusual 
sight meets the eyes of travelers pdss- 
ing through the country between Grand 
River and the Arkansas line in the 


Cherokee Nation if they happen to be 
on the road after nightfall. 

It has been 13 years since the locusts} 
visited that section, but they have re- 
turned now in great nambers and the 
trees are so full of them that persons 
standing a few steps apart can hardly 
hear each other speak. 

The Cherokee Indians in that section 
gather in family groups with torches 
and gather buckets and baskets full of

the insects and carry them to the near- 
est house and enjoy a feast.

SHE SEEKS TREASURE 





Would Like & Share of the 
Treasure Left by Bour- 
bon King. 





There is a woman in St. Louis who 
Fays she is the great-granddaughter of 
the ill-fated Marie Antionette and the 
niece of the Emperor Franz-Joseph of 
Austria. Her name is Mrs. William 
Johnson and she resides at 4436 Morgan 
Ford road. 

She made known her claim to be the 
kith and kin of royalty when the Post- 
Dispatch published an article telling of 
the finding of the personal treasures of 
Louis XVI and documents containing 
the great secrets of the House of Bour- 
bon. She called at the .ost-Dispatch 
office to get further information relative 
to this find of great historic and intrins- 
ic value. In short, she wanted some of 
the treasure. 

At present Mrs. Johnson is leading the 
simple life common to royal exiles, a 
life that many a sprig of the ancient 
Bourbon family lived to his or her pro- 
found disgust. Her Petit Trianon is a 
one-story cottage within earshot of the 
Cherokee car line. In the rear is a 
stable above which are pigeon cotes 
where birds, emblematic of that peace 
and contentment so often absent from 
royal paths, coo and flutter in the sun- 
light. industriously raising young ones 
for sale on the squab market. 

No Physical Resemblance. 

There is no physical resemblance be- 
tween Mrs. Johnson and Marie-Antoin- 
ette. Mrs. Johnson’s face is round and 
it expresses good humor, a sunny smile 
that nothing, not even exclusion from 
palaces and denial of titles and rank. 
can wipe away. 

She speaks with a rich accent that 
one would expect in an exiled: member 
of the illustrious house of Hapsburg. 
She refers ..:lingly to the Austrian 
Emperor as “‘Uncle Joseph.’ There is 
that in her tones which prove that she 
feels for the sad old monarch a great 
affection. But though she loves him 
and feels strongly the bond of kinship 
she does not allow herself to become 
flippant with his name. She 
speaks of him as “‘Uncle Joe.” She a’- 
Ways gives him the full name, Joseph. 

Her father, she says, whose name was 
Keiser, was the youngest brother of 
the emperor. He was a butcher some- 
where in Prussia, but the incongruity 
of a prince of the blocd royal engaging 
in sO gross an occupation is dispelled 
from the mind when one recollects that 
the great Cardinal Wolsey was the son 
of a butcher. History records the fact 
that hands that once wrapped up pork 
chops and sliced Bologna sausage have 
clasped tne hands of a king in friend- 
ship, and a great king at that. 

Mrs. Johnson recalls” with profound 
filial feeling the inrush of the Sans 
Culotte at the Tuileries. It is affectine 
to see the grief she manifests when her 
thoughts fly back to the red days wher 
her great-grandmother—that is the wo. 
man she claims descent from in that de- 
gree—was set upon by a bloodthirsty, 
mob, which first widowed and then 
slew her. 

Disagrees With History. 

History records the fact that Marie 
Antoinette had twe children. Thus far 
the family history as written in the 
books agrees with that related verbally 
by Mrs. Johnson. But the two accouni; 
quickly begin to vary and grow wider 
and wider apart. 

In the usually and heretofcre accepted 
story the daughter of Marie Antionette 
became the Duchess de Angouleme and 
figured prominently in the restoration 
of the Bourbons. 

Mrs. Johnson declares, 
the daugnter of Marie Antoinette be. 
came the wife of a certain Due de 
Sparta and they ruled over the Nether- 
lands until Napoleon rudely shook them 
from the low country throne and sent 
them wandering into Prussia. 

There died this unhappy princess. 
Mrs. Johnson says, leaving one child 
who became the bride of Carl Burow, a 
man of means and prominence,’ who 
accumulated a fortune’ through the 
manufacture of kegs. He also was a 
member of the House of Hapsburg. 

The Burows had one daughter, Hen- 
rietta, who married the youngest 
brother of the present Austrian Em- 
peror. His name was Frederick Keiser, 
says Mrs. Johnson. To the Keisers 
born 13 children, of whom Mrs. 
Johnson was one.’ Her full name py 
which she was christened was Annie 
Helen Antoinette Keiser. When she 
arrived at maturity she changed the 
name Keiser to Johnson by marriage. 
but, she says, as her latest sorrow 
she adds that 18 years ago Mr. John- 
son deserted her. 

Came Here From Denver, 

She came to this country at an early 
age, she says, both her parents hay- 
ing died young. She was defrauded 
out of her rich Inheritance, she says, 
by the reigning house of the German 
Empire. There’ was a fear in the air- 
ferent courts of Europe, she asserts, 
that she or some of her immediate 
family would attempt to claim the 
crown of the Netherlands, wrested 
from.them by the all-conquering Na- 
poleon.

LOOK FOR A NEW 


UCEAN RECORD 


bieid: Devices he: Steamers Are 
Being Tested on Tiny 
Models. 


NEW YORK, June 1.—The North Ger- 
man Lioyd Line expects that its new 
steamer, the Kronprinzessin Cecilie, 
due here about Aug. 13, will do some- 


thing in the way of record breaking. 
The company has conducted a series of 
interesting experiments with a view of 
greatly increasing the speed of the ves- 
sel and lessening by hours the trip be- 
tween New York and Europe. 

The line has at Bremerhaven an ex- 
perimental station where experiments 
by means of models made of ffine, 
wax and wood are used. This work is 
earried on secretly. 

Something of the methods of con- 
ducting these experiments was ex- 
plained by Gustav H. Schwab, the New 
York representative of the line, who 
said: 

“The models are driven through the 
water of the experimental basin. The 
requisite power for driving the model 
at a speed corresponding to the actual 
rate of the finished ship is mea Jired by 
means of a dynamometer, and then cal- 
culated for the vessel itself by means 
of a method formulated by the Engush 
engineer, Froude. Every vessel has to

for the week says: 


“Speculators in the stock market had ample time in Avhich to 
peruse the full text of the President’s address at Indianapolis on 
Thursday before the opening of business Friday. In addition, many 
_appear to have heen in, possession of fairly adequate forecasts of 
what the President would say upon certain points. 


The rise in prices on Wednesday fol- 
lowing the severe depression .of the 
quiriier part of the week was ascribed 
to)6hfforeknowledge of the President’s 
speech, and the continuation of the ad- 
vance on Friday morning was attrib- 
uted to no other influence. 

Consequently, it is to be inferred that 
Wall street struck a favorable balance 
cut of the many statements in the ad- 
“dress. Speculators for a fall appeared 
¥o be disconcerted and specu'ators for a 
rise encouraged, by the President’s ref- 
erence to the pre-eminence of the Su- 
preme Court, by his assertion that a 
general valuation of the railway sys- 
tems of the country would set forth 
intrinsie values in excess of the amount 
of securities issued, and by a number of 
other points upon which more or less 
professional traders were disposed to 
find a reactionary attitude on the part 
ef the President. 

Reiterated His Views. 

it was argued that those portions of 
tne speech which stood for continued 
@ggressiveness and radicalism were 
mierely a reiteration of sentiments fre- 
quently expressed before, while his 
gsiatements on the other side of the line 
revealed the acquisition by him of 
knowledge that it was beceming abso- 
lutely necessary to him to make some 
counterbalancing and reassuring decla- 
rations. 

It must be said it is an unusual! state 
of affairs when the market for securi- 
ties and the industrials of the country 
-depend so closely upon e expression 
ef views of a single indi~idual, even if 
he be the President of the U .ited States. 
Still, there is no questioning the tre- 
mendous influence which has been ex- 
erted by the present administration upon 
the financial and industrial affairs of 
the country during the last five or six 
years.

As noted above, it now remains to be 
seen whether a single speech by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and one upon which di- 
verse constructions may certainly be 
placed is going to influence investment 
sentiment to a corresponding extent 
which it exercised upon merely specula- 
tive opinion.

“If there had been publicity of every 
act of the officers and directors of the 
New York companies ‘there could not 
have been the secret financial operations 
which netted so much profit for the men 
in charge. ‘they could not have so or- 
ganized. trust companies, deposited 
therein the funds of which they were 
trustees and made use of that money 
for their own profit. They could not have 
indulged in many other transactions 
that were questionable in the extreme. 

Secret Practices of Railroads. 

“In the railroad world the people have 
had reason to cry out not so much 
against the rates themselves as against 
the secret practices behind the manage- 
ment of transportation companies. As 
a rule the schedule rates charged have 
not been outrageous, although, of 
course, there have been exceptions, but 
on the averege goods were carried. for 
reasonable sums. 

“It has not been the profits made from 
legitimate carrying of traffic against 
which the public protests; not that some 
roads have paid large dividends to their 
stockholders. Such things are the legiti- 
mate profits of business. The evils have 
been in the rebates, the granting of spe- 
ciai privileges that gave unfair advan- 
tages in competition and in the maninp- 
ulations of stocks and bonds by those in 
control. 

“There is the case of the Union Pa- 
cific. A large surplus had been accu- 
mulated in the treasury, of which the 
public has no accurate knowledge. But 
those in control knew it. They knew 
that an increased dividend was to de 
declared on the stock because of these 
accumulated funds. They could take 
advantage of the fluctuations in the 
stock market caused by this dividend 
to speculate and secure large profits for 
themselves, the opportunity for which 
was not given to other men. 

“Publicity would not have permitted 
this. 

‘‘Some corporations undoubtedly are 
strictly private concerns, but others 
have become so much a part of our daily 
life that they have acquired a quasi- 
public status. They perform pubiic 
services and become, therefore, in Aa 
sense, public corporations. 

“The affairs and transactions of our 
Government are rightly exposed to the 
public. Should the Government enter 
into the ownership and operation of rail- 
roads, the operations of the lines nec- 
essarily would be open to public scru- 
tiny. When private capital is used ‘*o 
perferm public service, it should be 
made subject to the same publicity.’ 

There is much discission these days 
among statesmen over the tendency of 
the nation toward centralization—the re- 
vival of that question which was the 





Republic and which was the great un- 
derlying dispute that led to the Civil 
War. Should the individual states be 
supreme in their rights or should they 
sink their individuality in one strong 
Federal power? There have been many 
laws, many decisions, many acts of the 
Chief Executive recently that would in- 
dicate the growing domination of the 
Washington Government over the sepa- 
rate states. To Justice Brewer, there- 
fore, who has been so long a dispassion- 
ate judge of men and affairs, this ques- 
tion was submitted: 

‘Is the tendency of legislation, 
court decisions and of public sentiment 
toward centralization and the strength- 
ening of the Federal power?’ 

Citizens Ewade Duties. 

‘There is undoubtedly a 
toward national control in many direc- 
tions,”’ he replied. ‘‘But beneath it all 
there is another tendency on the part 
of the individual citizen which ts to be 
regretted. I am not a believer in a pa- 
“ternal government. I believe that a 
government of the people by the people 
means that each one of us must do more 
than merely elect officials to carry on 
public affairs for us. We are looking to 
our governments, both State and nation- 
al, to do too many things that we, as 
individual citizens should attend to our- 
selves. 

There: were 30,000 bills introduced in 
the last Congress. A great many of the 
things to which they referred could 
have been attended to at home without 
the necessity of calling for Government 
legislation. We all seem to be dodging 
the responsibility of trying to remedy 
evila ourselves and calling on Govern- 
ment to do it for us, as if Government

“Tt is human nature to turn responsi- 
bilities off if possible, and if you de- 
velop in. the locality a general feeling 
that in a Government at Washington 
rests full responsibility, the individual 
will steadily lose the spirit of independ- 
ent public spirit citizenship.”’

MONTE CARLO, June 1.—It is so rare 
a thing that. any of the employes of 
“The Bank” which all the world comes 


to break, steals so much as a luis, that 
a general sensation was caused by the 
news that croupiers in the Casino have 
been robbing this great gambling insti- 
tution. This they did in spite of an ex- 
traordinarily elaborate series of checks 
and a vast staff of detectives. 

Like all methods of robbery, the. plan 
of the dishonest servants of the gam- 
bling palace was simple. A confederate 
in the scheme would hand a croupier 
a 600-franke ($100) note. He would re- 
ceive in change $200. The _ difference 
would be accounted for by the losses 
at that table. It was only necessary 
for the Chef de Partie of the table to 
be in league with the cropier and the 
supposed player. 

Secrecy has been observed as to the 
Casino’s actual losses in this way. but 
that they have been large is evident 
from the fact that a croupier had 
bought two houses, costing about 35,000 
francs, before he was found out and 
driven ‘“‘in disgrace’’ from the munici- 
pality. That is the only punishment the 
law provides.

Yet, there comes to society in general, 
and in emphatic tones, something mégre 
than simple suggestion—the firm decla- 
ration that dancing in connection with 
the church is a good and requisite fac- 
tor in the perfect and healthy relig- 
ivus development of the youth of both 
seXes; an essential to the training of 
the rising generation to clean and sane 
manhood and womanhood. 

The declaration is backed by an ur- 
gent plea for toleration of dancing be- 
Cause, as ite new champions assert, it 
is a holy diversion, sanetioned by the

Not only do these latter-day advocates 
of the ealtatory exercise urge its prac- 
tie, but they demand it with unim- 
passioned eloquence and clear-cut reas- 
oning.

So that actions as well as words 
form the basis upon wh... the pleaders 
for the dance carry on their crusade 
for the complete toleration of the po- 
lite terpsichorean art. 

One of the most eloquent, open and 
persistent champions of dancing as a 
necessary and clean diversion for the 
people, old and young, but particularly 
for the latter, is the Rev. Rufus A. 
White, pastor of the Stewart Avenue 
People’s Liberal Church, Independent 
denomination, the same in which are 
conspicuous the well-known divines, 
Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, pastor of All- 
Souls’ Church; Rev. Frank W. Gun- 
saulus, pastor of Central Church and 
president of the Armour Institute of 
Technology, and the Rev. Mangasar 
Mangasarian, lecturer of the Independ- 
ent Religious Society of Chicago, and 
many other liberal-minded ministers. 
Dr. White goes even farther in his 
demands for diversions for the church 
people than merely dancing. He wants, 
in addition, pool and billiard tables, 
cards and bowling in the churches of 
Chicago. 

The minister, 
pefore the Independent 
ciety of Chicago, declared that the 
churches devote too much time trying 
to solve abstruse theological problems 
which, he asserts, nobody cares for. and | 
that the churches are losing ground 
right along because of their failure to 
provide rational and up-to-date enter- 
tainment for their members. 


Urges Entertainment. 


Dr. White particularly urges enter- 
tainment for the younger element, stat- 
ing that for nearly a score of years he 
has studied the social problems of the 
second largest city in the United States 
and has become convinced that there is 
great need tor the churches to take up 
and settle the subject of amusement for 
the members of their congregations, 
young and old. 

In the course of his address, which 
received the Warm indorsement of his 
colleagues of the cloth present, the pas- 
tor of the People’s Liberal Church said; 

“You may laugh and gay that this ts 
a proposition to pander to the worldly 
vanity and enjoyment cf the youth only; 
that it removes their attention from 
spirituel gad more serious thoughts. 
Now that is just what Constitutes its 
very in e, for, With one single 
exception, there is not & church tc the 
city of Cricago today ciat provides 
properly for the féeal social entertain- 
ment of the Bovs and etris. Why." ex- 
claimed the speaker, “my own boys don’t

“And you know well,”

they should be prohibited from playing 
these things, and what is the result?

The eloquent divine continued in this 
strain at great length. Apparently his 
plea was convincing, for his auditors 
wanted all they could get of his argu- 
ment to strengthen their views on the 
subject of amusements for church peo- 
ple, which were similar to his. In con- 
cluding his address, Dr. White said: 

“In my own church I have made 
plans to have built a dancing room, a 
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pool and billiard room. and a 
alley, where I hope that th 
girls some day will have an opporiunit, 
to enjoy these rational and healthy, 
umusements, and at the same time their 
parents will feel that their sons ana 
daughters are amid proper surround- 
ings.” 

Other ministers present gave expres- 
sions to similar views, making equally 
strong pleas for the toleration of the 
dance as a revival of the activities of 
play—healthy and decorous play—which 
should be a part of the training 
youth. Of course, all of the speakers 
were careful to emphasize the point 
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boys and 
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that in nuwise wishéd to indorse 
as permissible dancing the waitg or oth- 
er parlor diversions Or the gyrations on 
the stage which ure included by the vul- 
gar under that head. What they aimed 
at to tolerate and encourage in their 
ficcks were the square figures, the min- 
uet, the elaborate ceremonial dances of 
ancient religions, or the dances of old 
New England, in which old and young 
took part. ; 

Dr. M. M. Mangasarian, 
the Independent Religious Society of 
Chicago, strongly advocated the style 
of entertainment urged by Dr. White. 
He made an exhaustive address and 
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HERE is going on at the western 
T edge of St. Louis a development 
resembling the settlements of the 
pioneers in the early days of the far 
West. There are large tracts of land 
just outside the city limits which are 
sold-on the installment plan, a few dol- 
lars down and a few dollars a month. 

These lots are being purchased by la 
horing men, who buy lumber also on 
the installment plan, and with their own 
hands construct the homes in which 
their families are to dwell, far from the 
smoke and grime that hangs over tie 
city. These sturdy Americans, poor but 
stout of heart, are leaving the crowded 
tenements and séeking the suburbs, just 
as the rich are moving ever westward. 

There are lumber companies which 
sell to these people and the trade thus 
carried on amounts to thousands of dol- 
lars every month. By means of the in- 
stallment plan in vogue the home build- 
er needs almost no capital, and if he 
keeps a job and saves, he has a pretty 
home, all his own, in a very few years, 
built with his own hands and paid for 
by his own economy and far-sighted- 
ness. 

The movement westward is not con- 
fined to the rich by any means. The 
whole city is pushing that way, wealthy 
and poor alike, to get a breath of the 
fresh air and to live whete the trees 
and the grass are green and where the 
flowers gladden the eye. That explains 
the vacancy of so many tenement bulld- 
ings close in. 

The districts in which this develop- 
meut of the poor se guing On are usually 
easy Of access to car lines, the same 
ear lines that carry passengers to the 
fashionable districts. In many instances 
the instailment-home neighborhoods are 
within just 








a block or two of the homes | 
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of the wealthy men and the investors in 
these little lots have added comfort in 
the knowledge that with every passing 
year the value of their property will 
enhance, so that the family will not 
only have a home in the meantime, but 
will have a little estate when the 
breadwinner called away. 

One lumberman, who sells a great per- 
eentage of the building material used 
by these poorer people, says it Is sur- 
prising how few of them fail to meet 
their payments promptly. Among the 
dozens who have purchased lumber of 
him, only two have been delinquent and 
the filing of a lien quickly brought them 
around with the money to settle up in 
full to date. 

He says he has heard of not one case 
where the home builder has allowed the 
results of his efforts to get away from 
him. This lumberman believes that al- 
most without exception the people who 
make this move to the westward are in- 
bued with a determination make a 


is 


to 


success of it. Life is so much sweeter 
and so much fuller of meaning in the 
suburbs and the joy of a home 
own is too keen to be 
rendered carelessly. The spirit of 
pioneer animates these laboring 

home bul'ders. 

Of eourse, there are numerous little 
stores, mostly grocery and drug stores, 
scattered through these installment set- 
tlements. It is true, some of these mer- 
chants have had rather a hard time, as 
their eustomers, there minds intent 
paying for the little homes, have been 
delinquent in many instances in paying 
bills, and they insist on having credit. 

But this condition is temporary only. 
The very saving for the home will in- 
culeate habits of cconomy, thrift and 
punctuality in business matters and in 
time the whole business life of the com- 
munities there in the suburbs’ will 
changed and set right.

Life 
has a new meaning for them, new re- 
sponsibilities and new beauties that 
serve as a splendid restraint on them. 
They conduct themselves quietly, re. 
spectably and soberly, really building 
up a spirit of the home among them- 
selves, as well as erecting houses to live 
in and buying land on which to build 
the houses. 

They leave bright and early the 
morning, with dinner pails on their 
arms and they return weary but happy 
in the evening. remain under their 
own roof in the midat of their families. 
The children are healthy and bright anu 
gladness -nd the joy of life belongs now 
ty these people who a while ago were 
crowded into ugly and unhealthy tene- 
ments. 

As yet all this property lies outside 
the city’s boundary lines and the resi- 
dents are entitied neither to city fire 
nor police protection, but neither are 
they required to pay city taxes while 
they are engaged in the process of home 
making. In a few years more, when 
these little homes are paid for, when 
the owners can afford to pay city taxes 
and when they feel the need of fire anu 
police protection, which will come with 
the sense of being householders, fair 
and pretty neighborhoods will be added 
to the city and quite a neat little sum 
will be poured into the city treasury 
in the form Of taxes on this property.

Remarkable Results. 

“The exhibitions which have been 
given especially by Bohemian and Ger- 
man societies have attracted other 
citizens of Chicago to the remarkable 
results obtained by teachers of physical 
culture. <A large introduction of that 
kind of work tnto the public schools 
would be a good thing. But there are 
two \obstacles in the way. The first 
is the objection felt by many people to 
dancing on account of the association 
of the word with other dances and 
Dilaces to which they feel a repugnance. 
The second ia the danger of excess in 
the amount of time ond energy de- 
voted to physical exercises at the ex- 
pense of study. 

“There are in the city some private 
schools where the child forms the im- 
Pression that life is nothing but play, 
and that one may sing and dance one’s 
way through it. 

“Tf the first objection is met by some 
Other name than dance, with no de 
Sraded associations connected with it, 
and if the second objection is met by 
rigidly controlling the allotment of time 
to healthful rhythmic movements, there 
remains the difficulty of a place.

The Legislature has passed and the 
Ceovernor has signed a bill making it 
eptional with juries, when a prisoner 
is convicted of. murder in the first de- 
gree, whether he shall be sentenced to 
death or to imprisonment for life. 

Everybody familiar with the adminis- 
tration of criminal law believes that 
the effect of this bill will be the same 
as in other states wiere similar laws 
exist, and that it practically means 
ihe end of capital - punishment here. 
There are to be no more hangings. 

There are to be no more exhibitions 
of sentiment on the seaffold. There are 
to be no more sensational accounts of 
how the prisoner died ‘“‘game’”’ or ‘‘broke 
down" or “confessed” or refused 
confess. 

All these maudlin details which for 
Renerations have been handed out to 
the people of Missouri at every execu- 
tion as if they were matters of in- 
tense interest, are now to come to an 
end. 

The ‘death scenes’? are done for. The 
“last hours’ of the condemned criminal 
will no longer figure in the newspapers, 
because he won't have any last hours.

All over the United States today there 
is a stronz movement in favor of the 
abolition of capital punishment. It is 
rapidly growing. 

It has been the custom heretofore, in 
impaneling a jury in a murder case, to 
usk every talesman whether he had con- 
sGientious scruples against capital pun- 
ishment. The reason for this, as every 


lawyer knows, is that a very large pro-, 


portion of men today do have such con- 
scientious scruples and their numbers 
are steadily increasing. 

When Missouri adopted the new law 

“Yhat is soun to go into effect, the State 
was by no means a pioneer in this di- 

‘rection. A° large number of states al- 
réea@y have a similar law. and at least 
four states have gone atill further and 
absolutely abotished capital punishment 
altogether. 

Legally there has always been some- 
thing peculiar about conviction for mur- 
der. In modern times men have been 
executed or deprived of their life for 
only one crime and that was murder. 
This was based upon the theory that 
human life was the most sacred thing 
in the world and it followed the Bib- 





lical injunction to take “an eye for 
an eye and a life for a life.” 


Punishment a Warning. 

At the same time it must be borne in 
mina that the law is not primarily 
punitive. The first purpose of a crim- 
inai law is not to punish somebody for 
having done something, but to admin- 
jster a punishment which will serve 
as a warning and prevent other people 
from doing the same thing. 

‘Tt was hoped that the knowledge that 
the crime of murder would cost the 
murderer his life would serve to dimin- 
ish the number of murders and throw 
an additional safeguard about the per- 
son. As a matter of fact, however, 
the greatest experts Who have studied 
this question declare that executions 
tio not diminish the number of murders 
and that the same purpose which they 
serve may be just as well served by 
a life imprisonment. 

Legal killing is nowadays declared to 
be a relic of barbarism. It has been 
fitegether abolished in Maine, Rhode 
Island, Wisconsin and Michigan and in 
the territory of Porto Rico,

lt is declared that the result of these 
laws has not been to increase the num- 
ber of murders. So that apparently the 
old reason for execution is found not 
to be a substantial one. 

In a large number of other states 
the steadily increasing repugnance to 
taking a human life officially has gone 
to the extent to leaving it to the dis- 
cretion of a jury whether or not a man 
shall hanged or sentenced to 
imprisonment. The result has been 
that as a rule no executions are taking 
place in those states. 

A peculiar illustration of this wide- 
spread feeling in regard to capital pun- 
ishment is shown in Kansas today 
There more than fifty prisoners are in 
Jail under sentence death and it 
not believed that any one of these men 
will ever be hanged. 

These convicted murderers have been 
accumulating for in the Kansas 
Penitentiaries. This extraordinary cou 
dition arose from the fact that while 
the courts condemned the men to death. 
the fixing of a date for the execution 
was left to the Governor. 

It was therefore

Then again, when the jury has the 
option of condemning a first degree 
prisoner to life imprisonment, it is be- 
lieved that a great many more men will 
be found guilty of murder than has been 
the case up to the present. Juries re-

Now it se-happened that there was in 
the Jail, atwaiting trial for forgery, a 
man who had a wooden leg. He and 
MacGregor became fast friends. The 
forger was convicted and befo he was 
taken away to serve a long ison sen- 
tence he made MacGregor a present. It 
was the pointed iron peg which had 
projected for about a quarter of an inch 
from the end of his wooden leg. That 
part of the peg which had been im- 
bedded in the wood proved to be a file. 
With it MacGregor, in the seclusion of 
his cell, filed away the rivet which fast- 
ened the shackle about his ankle until 
he was able to take it off and put it on 
at will, as a lady might adjust her 
bracelet. He continued to wear the 
shackle and ball whenever he left his 
cell and he took no one into his con- 
fidence. 

The news circulated through the Jail 
one morning that the Sheritf had gone 
to Montreal on business and that the 
Under, Sheriff, a young man with little 
experience-in handling criminals, had 
been left in charge. This was the hour 
of MacGregor’s opportunity. When the 
Under Sheriff put in an appearance 
after breakfast to look over. his jail- 
birds, MacGregor, dragging the heavy 
ball after him, worked his way labori- 
ously to the grated door which shut 
off the Jail proper,-from the narrow 
corridor leading to the Sheriff's office. 

“If you please, Mr. Warden,” he said, 
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in his most dulcet tones, “I'd be thank- 
ful for a pail o’ wate? to wash out my 
cell.’”’ 


The Under Sheriff got a pail of water, 
turned the great iron key in the prison 
door, and pushed it open just far enough 
to permit the passage of the water buck- 
et. MacGregor pretended to reach for 


the bucket, but instead seized the wrist 


of the Under Sheriff. He had him by 
the throat before he could cry out and 
dragged him to the nearest cell. There 
the frightened voung keeper was bound 
and gagged forthwith and left to medi- 
tate after MacGreger had relieved him 
of his keys, a loaded revolver, and a 
few dollars in cash. The outlaw had 
slipped off the shackle with its heavy 
pendant when the fun began. Before 
his fellow prisoners had recovered from 
their surprise he had passed out to free- 
dom and was legging it with long, even 
strides across the fields in the direc- 
tion of the river.

IRCUS days in St. Louis bring to the 
city’s churches a curious medley of 
worshippers from all the far, strange 

corners of the earth—a medley which illus- 
trates, as well as anything could, the fact 
that human hearts the world: over have one 
, great, common tie. 

Did you think that cireus folk were noth- 
ing but a motley lot of drift on the world’s 
tides? Then you were mistaken. 

The clowns in their daubed paint, the 
equestriennes in their gilt and spangles, the 
distant cousins of ‘‘Wild West’’ and ‘‘Far 
East’ ’—-all answer to the eall of the common 
kinship; beneath the paint and the gilt is 
humanity, with its right impulses and its 
motive to live as nearly as it can according 
to the rules of the game. 

Skeptical, are you? Then, some _ time, 
when there’s a circus in town, go to church 
somewhere out near the ‘‘ vrounds.’’ 

You'll see the proofs; for there, mingled 
with the every-week congregations, are the 
“world’s greatest,’’ the ‘‘renowned,’’ the 

‘inimitable,’’ the “‘incomparable,’’ sitting 
lJevoutly in the presence of God. 

Nor are these strange visitors left to shift 
for themselves, to find their own way. 
Whenever there is a circus in town, Rev. 
Daniel MecErlane of St. Francis Xavier’s 

Catholic: Church, Lindell and Grand ave- 
nues, visits the tents and the rings, hunting 
out the folk of his faith, holding services 
and ministering to their needs. 


A few days ago, when Oklahoma’s ‘‘ Wild 
West and Far East’’ came to St. Louis, Fa- 
ther McErlane paid his accustomed visit to 
Indians, Singhalese, and all the rest; and 
all through the week these strange folk 
came daily to his church. On the last Sun- 
day of the show’s stay, a group of Indiaris, 
led by American Horse; filed into St. Fran- 
eis Xavier’s for service; and near by were 
Mexicans, Russian Cossacks, Singhalese, na- 
tive Africans, cowboys,'and many women of 
the show, all in their native garb—a mixed 
company. 

Father McErlane’s work at such times :is 
not directed to Catholics alone. ‘‘I want 
to help any person, of any faith,’’ he says. 

Though some of the faiths kept by the 
alien peoples of the cireuses are not known 
here even by name, it is plain that the re- 
ligious spirit is strong in all. The followers 
_of the strange creeds, say the cireus man- 
agers, are wondrously devout in constant 
observance of their own rites, to which, 
however far they may be from home, they 
cling tenaciously. .
